NEW YOREK, June 21.—The members of
the committee appointed by the Minneap-
olis eonvention to notity Mr, Whitelaw Reid
of his momipation for the Vice Presidency
have been for several days gathering at the
Fitth Avenue Hotelin thiscity. Thismorn-
ing the members of the eommittee took ear-
riages at the hotel and proceeded to the
Grand Central Railrond station, where, at
10:20 o'clock they proceeded in a train for
White Plains, from which place they were
taken to Ophir Farm, Mr. Reid's country
residence, where they carried out the mis-
sion introsted to them. They took luneh
with Mr. Reid, and were his guests for the
remainder of the day until 4 o'clock, when
the train left on its return to New York.

The committee srrived at White Plains
nbout 11:15 n’clook, and prooeeded at ouce
to Mr. Reid's residence. Thevy were cor-
dinlly reeeived by Mr. Reid, and at ones
proceeded to the business of the day. SBena-
tor Dubois made the speech of notificavion.

The Specch of Notification.
